DOOR Zyne Excellentie den Schout 
by nacht, Gouverneur dezer Eilanden, 
van den Heer Intendent des eilands Puer- 
to Rico op den 2lsten dezer, met eene ge- 
leidende missive van den 20sten July de- 
zes jaars, ontvangen zijnde een decreet be- 
ellende den bandel op dat eiland, luiden- 
de als volgt: 
Puerto Rico 19 de Jutio de 1822 

DESDE mi iugreso ul egercicia de esta Inten 
dencie, ono de los primeroe objetos de mis me 
ditaciones, ha sido el entado en que se encuen- 
tran hes adu.nas de esta provincie, ó por mejor 
decir los manantiales de que debe satir «u rque- 
xe púolica, pere alivio de los pueblns y para Is 
Selieided geveral. He tomado ya de elles los 
sonocimientos preeisns, y eon harte dolor miv 
he visto queeu orgenizecion 9 CirCunstancias es 
óp may distantes de ser les nuficientes pera Île 
gr el grado de prodoccien en que ya debian es- 
tar, He visto que les regler pot que se gobier 
Oru se hallam muy lejos de dar ei órden qae ne- 
castten y precaber los abuses qoe por desgrecia 
se frecuentan. He visto que ho existe une bae- 
se fiss y srgura pare la ezeccion de los derechos 
setab'eeidos: que hen corrido tantos eos sin a 
rancel da sfores; y que netoe ezisten en le vo 
luncad de lor aAmintetradores, llegando ei caro 
de darse en les Aduenas de lo interior á ena 
piezs ce cinta eneka de raso de tede el veior de 
zen! y medie; 1 Ans de saraze de viente y oeho 
ya Pus el de trece reules, y a atrose artieulos o 
Urge af iron can mes escandelnao:, sin poeder ser 
vecouvenidos v carregidos ins sferadores por no 
habérseles dado el eompetante srancel. He 
visto en fia eaanto ere necesario pere tomer 
medides ectieus en la reforme de uoe parte taa 
importante al Erario.

Fn esta victud, ea cumplimieuto de las òrde- 
us de 5. M : desennide que sc observe en cuan- 
to to prrmiten las circunstaaciss le mas juste 
zeciprecidad, y bebiendo tomado los taformes 
convenientes principelmente del schor Admini- 
strador de In Aduene de euta capttel, he decra 
tado lo migoieute:

Porto Kico, 19th July, 1832. 


SINCE enterìng upon the duties of this In- 
teodeacy, one of the first objects of my consi- 
deration has been the state of the eustom-bouses 
of this province, or rather the sources from 
which the pubiic wealth is to be derived for the 
relief of the people and tbe general felicity. 1 
have already possessed myself of the mecossary 
infermetion as regerds them, amd with lively re- 
gret | have seen that their organization end 
circumstances ure very far from being suflici- 
cient te make them yield what they should. Ì 
have seen that the rales by which they are go- 
verned are very distant from producing that or- 
der which is necessary to prevent those abuses 
which unfortuostely so frequently ascur. Ì 
hare seen that there exists po fixed and sure 
base for the exaction of the established duties, 
nor has been made for 10 many years « proper 
regulation by tariff, and that tbis only exists in 
the pleesure of the coilectors; it being a fact 
that in some of the cu:stom-honses of the coast 
® piece of large satin sibbon has been valued at 
one and a haif resls, and one of printed calico 
with 28 yards et 33 reals, and other articles at 
still lower rate ; whilst the power is wanting to 
aoccuse and pugish tbe appraisers not baviog « 
tariff to guide them by. Last 1 have seen e- 
voogb to indace nie to take active measures in 
tbe reform of « branch so important to the Ex 
chequer, 

Bat this reform is not the work of a moment, 
nos Mast it be operated with hurry or want of 
due coosiderstiow. Its foundation must be so- 
vid and lasting ; otherwise it would heve buta 
deceitful appearance. Nertertheless, it is ezpe- 
dient tO take in the meantimeallsuch measures 
cuacâraing abuses of great and peremptory 
transeendency as may form hereafter part of 
this genera! organizstioa. 

To this effeet therefore, in complieace with 
the orders of hie Mejesty, hoping, that, se for as 
circoMmslances will permit « just reeipresity, it 
may be observed, and having obtained the ne 
ceseary information perticularly fsom tbe col 
lector ef this capital Ì hare decreed che follow 
ing :— 

Article Ist. The captains or supercargoes of 
foreign vessols will deliver at the vieit which wijl 
be passed as soon as they anchor, a manifest of 
the cargo signed and sworn, therein eapreasing 
the packages of which it is consposea, 'I'hi, 
manifest shuli be certified vn the back, and esch 
of tis leaves marked by the ofhcer of he custom 
chief ef the visit ia (hbe presence ef the captein 
er supercargo.

« The chiefs of the Greek navy held council 
at Ipsara, and decided ons plaso which wes af 
Zerwards adopted. They called opon all tbose 
whe were willing to devote their lives fur the 
public good ; more «ban 200 immediately pre- 
sented themselves, and awore on the cror8 to 
execute the preeoneerted enterprise, or tO die 
g'oriously. Out of these, 48 were chosen by 
casting lots, end received the bepediction of 
their priests before engaging in their maghani- 
sons design. All arreugements haring been 
mede, on the first day of the festivel of Bai 
ram, « Greek frigate and five vessels sppeered 
anders foreign fig, before the 'Vurkisb line, as 
though totakes part in the rejoicings. The 
2CO beroes, who pessed for Englishmen end 
Fienchimen, were well received by the encmy, 
wka allowed tbem to enter the pert of Tscnes- 
ze, io erder to anchor in the centre of tbe Turk- 
ish fleet. But scarcely hed they reached that 
posìticn when they carried their plan into efieet. 


in a short time five ships of the line were oa! 


fre. The edmiral's ship ran cut of the barbor 
all ina blaze, ia the hope of escaping total des- 
truction, aad run egroevad on their neigbooring 
eaast of Scie, where the captain Pacha was land. 
ed ezpiring. After thin signal suceess, these 
200 self devoted petriots retired, without hav- 
ing esperienced any loss.”

HAVANA. 


Aug. 16.—Osr sceaunts from Spain sey thet 
the Spanisb frigete Constitation is coming out, 
te briag commissieners for this and for Mexico, 
to Ús upon e commercial tresty. 

The last accounts from Vers Cruz sre more 
favorabia to the reign of Itorbide; it is said he 
wijl aow admit the export of specie; all is bow- 
‘ever, uncertein and undefined in that quarter. 

Aug. 20 — There were last evening, off the 
Moro, 12 seil of Britieh merchantmen from Ja- 
meiea, bound home. ÏÍ presume they wait togo 
under the protection of the Érigate Iphigenia, 
which iestijl io port. Twa vessels belonging to 
the Îleet were captured on their passage from 
Jarmnien, end the 'fS'yne sloop of war left this 
three nights ag5 to search for them. 

Frons Carthagena.—The sehooner Williem 
Bayard, errived inst evening in 21 days passnge. 
Capt. Peter Anaer, late master, having died, in- 
testate, the vessel was seized by the authorities 
uuder an old law that tbe property of « foreign: 
er dying thus, shall escheat to the goverpmeut. 
At the time of ber seizure both e(ficers and se- 
veral of the crew were sick, and Mr. Robinson 
was absent. Fortanately the U, S. scheoner 
Porpoise, lieut. Rarmage, arrived at that junc- 
tors, bringing Mr. R. passenger fcom St. Mar- 
the, who immediately investigeted aad laid the 
affair before cept. Raemege, who demanded her 
resteration, but Ánding the iotendent extreme- 
'y reluetant to compiy with bis demande, he 
took charge of the schoever declering her under 
the protection of the United States. Aftersome 
alteratiop, and the determination of capt. R. to 
bring tbe vessel to ses unless prevented by force, 
the schooner was restored, lieut. Curtis put on 
boerd, and eama out of port on the 13th of An- 
gust, ia compa&aoy witb the Porpoise.

me, end whose rights [ have sworn to preserra 
eninjored by ary attack ; and inssmach as the 
Cortes of Lisbon continue in the same erroneous 
end evidenuly orjust system of recolopizing Bra. 
zil, even by foree of arme; notwithstanding <he 
hes eiresdy procieimed her political indepen- 
dence, and has gone so faras that there in a!ren- 
dy convened, by my royal decree of the third of 
Jane last pest, a general constitaent, snd legis- 
letive assembly, at the request of all the clam- 
bers, thus proceeding witha formality that did 
net take place in Portugal, where the conven. 
ing of the cengress was originslly only an act of 
secret and factiousclube ; end [also contidering 
hie msjesty the king Don John the sixth, of 
whose Dame and authority the Corte: endenvour 
to evail themselves, for their own sinister pur- 
poses, e5 & prisoner in that kingdor, withootany 
will of his own, snd witheut that liberty of ac- 
tion, that is given to the ezecutive power in con» 
stitutions! monarchies : command, beving fireé 
beard my coancil of state, all she provincial 
juntas of government, generales, miiita:y com- 
mendents, and all the eonstitnted suthoritiee, 
to whom the exeention of this decree mer ep- 
pertaia, as fotlows: 


L ‘That eli and whatever troops, that sbat’ ha 
sent from Portugal os elsewhere te Brazil, with- 
out my prerions consent, upon whetever pretest, 
be repuled enemies; together with all (hs ereug 
wad merines belengiog to the vessels, ia vebh'ch 
they mey be transparted or fram ahick they 
may endeavour to lend ; bot without iatsrcup- 
tion to the commercial aad friendly ratattone 
between both kingloms, for (he preserrssion of 
the pelitical union that 1 grestiy desice to main. 
tein. 

IL, Thet if they shall arrive pecceekiy, they 
shall immediately retarn, remaining on hoard 
end withoat commanicatien until they shall be 
fnenished with the provisions and suppiies wa- 
eesscry for their voyage back, 


III, Thet in ease the said troops shall not 
choose to odey these orders, and shoil dere lend, 
they be driven back, by force of arms, by uil 
the military forces of the first and verend !ina, 
and if necessary by the people en moeste, patting 
in esecation, if it sball be requisite, ell possible 
means to burn the vessels, and toeink the boats 
in which the troops may attempt to land. 

IV. That if notwitbetanding all these efforts 
it shall beppen, that the troops get possession 
of eny port, or part of the coast of Brazil, all 
the inhabitants retire towards the centre, cerry- 
ing into the woeds end mouoteiss, all the proei- 
sions and cattle, that cosid be useful to them 3 
and the troops ef the country shell carry on a- 
geïnst them s Ernel war of posts end guerrillee, 
(esrefully stoidìng general ections,) until it be 
freed from the enemy, 

V. Thet It be the duty ef all tbe competent 
militery end eiviì authorities, to forty ell she 
ports of Brazil, st which such disembarkations 
cea be mede, ander the most strict od severe 
responsibility 

VI. ‘Thet if in any of the provinces of Brezil, 
it shall heppeD that there ere not the manitions 
and stores DEBessery for these fortificstions, the 
serne authorities abere mentioned shall imme- 
diately represent to thia court whet ere neces- 
sary, thet they may be furnished from hence; er 
give immediate information to the nearest pre- 
vince, which shall be obliged to give them aib 
the assistance hecessery for the proper discharge 
of such important daties.
